Farm worker City mmiager gets chamber leaders’ vote

Representatives from both sides 
bargained for over three hours in o 
stole Capitol meeting room before 
they ironed bill the deal that ends 77 
years of farm worker exclusion from 
the program that covers not only med- 
ical costs for on-the-job injuries but

"It wasn’t easy,” said Pat Takasugi, 
who represented the Idaho Farrfi Bu- 
reau F^cration in the talks. 

Some details still must be finalized 
and then the package ratified by law- 
makers. But the agreement requires ' 
ail farmers and ranchers to carry 
worker’s compensation coverage for 
their workers unless they have no 
more two regular hands and. tm addi; , 
-tional part-time payroll of $1,000 or 
51,500 a year. That number is still bc-

Farm family members would re- 
main exempt even if they do not live 
on the farm or ranch. But any farmer 
or rancher exceeding the regular em- 
ployee limit qf two or the part-time 
payroll limit would be required to ob- 
tain coverage for all workers.

- TWIN FALLS - Leaders of the Twin 
Falls Arco Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced their opposition Tuesday to an ef- 
fort to oust the city manager from Twin 
Falls’ govcnirocnt. 

A small group of city residents and busi- 
ness owners started a petition drive Friday 
. to force a speciol election iii November 
asking voters .to scrap the city’s council- 
manager form of government. 

The petitioners have until Sept. 6 to col- 
lect the necessary 3,202 signatures of regis- 
tered city voters to include the matter on 
the November ballot. 

Chamber President Ruth Stevens said 
Tuesday in a prepared statement that the 
chaiitbCT will urge Twin Foils residents not 
to sign the petition. 


The chamber sent a fax poll to 100 of its 
members asking about their attitudes to- 
ward allowing an appointed city manager ' 
to run the daily operations of the city gov- 
ernment. 

"If our poll runs true to form citywide, it 
appears that over two-thirds of voters arc 
pleased with the current system," Stevens 
said. "It is also likely that some people who 
may sigri the petition don’t really under- 
stand the total ramincations of such ah ac-' 
lion." 

Should the petitioners succeed, she said, 
the seven members of the City Council 
would be forced to resign and run again for 
their scats. 

"We ore not without problems in our city 
government,” she said. "But this radical act 
doesn’t guarantee anything that cannot be. 
taken care of under the present system.” 

. Stevens appointed chamber directors 


Mike Johnston and John Etheridge to form 
a task force that will speak on behalf of the 
chamber in support of the city. 

The chonibOT also is backing a state con- 
stitutional amendment that will appear on 
November ballots asking voters whether 
counties should be allowed to have forms 
of government similar to Twin Falls’ city 
system. 

Twin Falls is one of three Idaho cities - 
Lewiston and McCall are the others - that 
employ the council-manager system now.

KIGALI, Rwanda (AP) — Rebels 
launched a new offensive against cor- 
nered government troops, advancing to 
the outskirts of the western town of 
Ruhengeri, the top rebel leader said 
Tuesday. 

The road, from the town swarmed 
with thousands of refugees. 

Ruhengeri is Rwanda's third-lorgcsl 
city-and-onc-oLthc-last-govcrnment.

' The public will have 90, d^ to com* 
ment on the proposed nil^ which arc 
expect^ to t^ ^ea by late 'this year 
orine^y 1995. 

‘Hills proposal represents a zero tol- ' 
erance standard plus many other im* 
jjrovcmcnts for poultry inspection," 
said Agriculture Secretary Mike Espy. 

Once final, the rules would add a 
critical st^ in the inspection process to 
guard, against bacterial contamination of- 
birds from their own feces. Inspectors 
would stop or slow down processing 
- lines tcinporarily if they see trouble.

.Tufts .University Diet and Nutrition 
Letter cxpcctqd lo find lots of caffeine 
in the mushrooming varieties of chic 
continental csprcs.sos, lattes and cap- 
puccinos. What they found, to their 
surprise, says Lany Lindner, executive 
editor of the 12-ycar-oId ncw.slcllcr, 
was that these dxolic blends actually 
were lower in caffeine than an ordinary 
cup of brewed coffee. 

In the July issue of the newsletter, 
Lindner noted that the arabica beans 
■ V- used in cspresso.-cappucctho and lane 
(cappuccino and latte are milky varia- 
tions of espresso) impart 0 stronger 
taste but c»nlain less calTcinc than the 
I ., robustabeaas ased in regular coffee. 

Lindner and hLs team, in rc-spoasc lo 
questions from'lhcir readers about cof- 
■fee, sent samples to a laboratory for 
analysis of caffeine, fat and caloric 
content. r. 

Their in-depth look found that: 

. ' Caffcinc“Dficn"has' bccirrindict ed ■ 

but never convicted; "Even after years 

_ of speculation and research, scientists 

have not been able to show that coffee 
ri rinlfing mntnhiilcs to heart disease or 
cancer.” Overall, the medical literature

“I also would like the right, the choice to live in 
Qcvcland if 1 desire,-, arid basically pvc me the 
rights that every human being has," said 
Williams, a forward for the Portland Trail Blazers. 

‘This is not about money,” said Danny Man- 
ning of the Atlanta Hawks. "I didn't like Los 
Angeles. ... I wanted to be closer to home.” •• 
Willioms.said players helped the NBA recov- 


er from a drug-stained reputation and financial 
troubles in the early 1980s by accepting salary 
caps in a collective boi^ining agreement. 

Williams, the president of the NBA Players 
Association, testified before U.S. District 
Judge Kevin DuHyJn Manhattan at a short tri- 
al, that could end with Duffy imposing an 
agreement on both sides. 

Duffy will be Icfl to decide the legality of 
the NBA’s salary cap, draff and restricted free 
agency because the NBA and its union could 
not work out a deal. The decision most likely 
.wpuld come alia several days. .. . 

NBA commissioner David Stem said bas- 


ketball enjoyed a boom in popularity since the 
restrictions were put in place and 'both players 
and teams have profited. 

"Profits have gone up very nicely,” he said. 

But he predicted “total chaos” if the restric-. 
tions arc lifted. 

At one point during testimony by Williams. 
Duffy asked him if the top players in the 
league could make as much money as they do 
now if they all played for the same team. 

“I am not sure.” Williams answered. 

laqucstioning several witnesses, NBA lawyer 
Jeffrey Mishkin pounded on the theme, suggest- 
ing repeatedly that the NBA enjoyed success to- 


day because salary caps and other rules created 
balanced teams and thHlling games. 

Some witnesses, diough. insisted tlie ^owtli 
in revenues paralleled greater success at the box 
office and television contracts for all sports. 

Meanwhile, the players said they were un- 
fairly penalized by salary caps that gave them 
a smaller share of the growib in revenues than 
they otherwise would get. 

■ Wilkins, who made S400.000 in his first year 
in the NBA 12 years ago and S3.5 million last 
season with the Los Angeles Clippm, said he is 
currently being offered only S2.8 million because 
teams know no higher salary slots arc open.
